DETROIT A General Motors bankruptcy filing 
seemed inevitable after a rebellion by its bond- 
holders forced it to withdraw on Wednesday a 
plan to swap bond debt for company stock. 

GM has until Monday to complete a govern- 
ment-ordered restructuring that includes debt 
reduction, labor cost cuts and plant closures. 
But a Chapter ii reorganization is likely after 
the company said its offer to exchange $27 bil- 
lion in unsecured debt for 10 percent of the 
company’s stock had failed. GM has received 
$19.4 billion in federal loans. 

The move came as crosstown rival Chrysler 
headed to court Wednesday to ask a bankruptcy 
judge for permission to sell the bulk of its assets 
to a group headed by Italy’s Fiat in hopes of 
saving itself from liquidation. Attorneys for 
Chrysler maintain that the Fiat deal is the 
company’s only hope to avoid being sold piece 
by piece, but car dealers, debtholders, former 
employees and others are protesting. 

Chrysler filed for bankruptcy protection 
April 30, after the government ended talks 
with a group of holdout debtholders. Both 
automakers were pulled down by overwhelm- 
ing debt, high pension, health care and other 
labor costs relative to competitors, a global auto 
sales slump and a dismal U.S. housing market 
that pulled down demand for pickup trucks, 
their top-selling vehicles. 

John Pottow, a professor at the University of 
Michigan who specializes in bankruptcy, said 
GM evading Chapter ii now is almost impos- 
sible. 

“They said no. That’s it. They tried. That’s 
why they’re going to have to file for bankrupt- 
cy,” Pottow said. 

GM spokesman Tom Wilkinson said the 
board will meet later this week to decide its next

He 
also would not say if the company would soon 
file for Chapter ii, nor would he reveal what 
percentage of bondholders took the offer. 

The Obama administration has said it 
would provide more funds only if 90 percent 
of the bondholders, as well as unionized work- 


ers, agreed to concessions that substantially 
reduced GM’s costs. 

Wilkinson would not say why GM didn’t 
make the offer to bondholders more attractive. 
The deadline for GM’s bondholders to tender 
their debt was midnight Tuesday 

Because the bondholder deal did not go 
through, the equity freed by the UAW deal 
now apparently will go to the U.S. government, 
which may have to commit billions more for 
GM’s restructuring in court. 

The government’s stake in the company 
originally was to be 50 percent, according to 
GM’s regulatory filings. But it now could be as 
high as 69 percent. The Canadian government 
also could get equity for up to $8 billion in aid 
for the automaker.

iPod. Microsoft says the new Zune will be 
the first with a receiver for HD Radio.

The path

Republicans won’t try to filibuster Sonia 
Sotomayor’s Supreme Court nomination, 
a key GOP senator conceded Wednesday, 
all but admitting there’s little chance of 
blocking her confirmation as the first 
Hispanic justice. But the process is just 
beginning. Some questions and answers: 

What’s next for Sotomayor, now that 
President Obama has tapped her for the 
Supreme Court? 

Sotomayor will begin settingup meetings 
with the senators whose votes she needs 
to get confirmed. She will be interviewed 
by Senate leaders and members of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. Sotomayor 
will be given a written questionnaire to 
complete for the Judiciary Committee 
before confirmation hearings begin. 

When will the substantial legal ques- 
tions— seeking opinions on issues like 
abortion, gay marriage, the relationship 
between the church and the state and 
others— be asked? 

Those questions will come during private 
meetings with senators and during the 
Judiciary Committee’s hearing. 

When are hearings expected to begin? 

The White House wants Sotomayor sit- 
ting on the court shortly after Labor Day, 
so she can participate with other justices 
in choosing what cases to consider when 
the Supreme Court term begins Oct. 5. 
To meet that schedule, confirmation 
hearings would have to be held in July and 
the full Senate would have to vote on her 
confirmation before it recesses at the end 
of the first week in August.

Fight for change

Despite repeated assurances that widespread 
problems were in the past, Chicago descended 
into yet another, new circle in its months-long 
parking hell Wednesday 

Some 250 newly installed pay-and-dis- 
play parking boxes abruptly and inexplicably 
stopped working, providing fresh vexation 
across downtown for almost the entire work- 
day and forcing officials to stop writing parking 
tickets as crews scurried to make repairs. 

Just days ago, both City Hall and the com- 
pany that took over Chicago’s paid street park- 
ing system touted the new cash-or-credit boxes 
as the solution to lugging around baggies full of 
quarters for meters that often broke down. 

Instead, the malfunctioning boxes were the 
latest in a chain of technological snafus since 
February, when Mayor Daley’s administration 
accepted a $1.15 billion payment to lease the 
parking system. Under the deal, street parking 
rates rose dramatically at all 36,000 spots, and 
the private operators received the right to col- 
lect all that money for the next 75 years. 

Motorists who parked in the city’s main busi- 
ness district paid for their spots, only to find 
the new boxes would not print the receipts 
that must be displayed on the dashboards of 
their vehicles. Many boxes displayed an error 
message instructing parkers to “please pay at 
another station.” 

By mid-morning, police officers were telling 
frustrated drivers they had received orders to 
stop issuing parking tickets due to the prob- 
lems with the boxes. 

Still, the situation brought great confusion. 

At one point, drivers had placed notes indi- 
cating that the boxes were not working in five 
of the 10 cars parked along a stretch of Ohio 
Street between Dearborn and Clark Streets. 
Each of the boxes covers between 10 and 12 
parking spots. 

Education consultant Anne Cox drove 
downtown from Naperville and tried to park on 
West Washington Street, only to find a group of 
people wondering why the boxes failed to issue 
receipts. Cox called a number listed on the box 
and was told that “all the boxes in this area 
are out.” The operator told her she could park 
there for two hours for free. And she gave Cox a 
confirmation number that would help her get a 
parking ticket voided in case she was fined. 

Some of the parkers pointed accusatory

fingers at city politicians who engineered the 
lease deal. At Daley’s urging, the City Council 
quickly approved the parking privatization plan 
by a 40-5 vote in December. 

Steve Helpern, who found flashing error 
messages at boxes along Chicago Avenue near 
the lakefront, said the parking deal was a big 
mistake. “The City Council is at fault for believ- 
ing those guys,” he said. 

The city’s parking system is now run by 


Chicago Parking Meters EEC, a joint venture 
led by New Tbrk-based financial giant Morgan 
Stanley The company began receiving alarms 
informing it that the boxes were not working 
at about 7:30 a.m. It took until about 4 p.m. to 
complete repairs, said Chicago Parking Meters 
spokeswoman Avis LaVelle. 

She said the company could not yet deter- 
mine what caused the boxes to falter. 

Two weeks ago, the city said the private firm 
would install 3,000 pay boxes by year’s end, 
speeding up the process. 

Daley defended the parking privatization as 
recently as last week. He said, however, there 
should have been a longer “transition” period 
after the city relinquished control. Pressed by 
reporters to say whose fault the meter mess was, 
Daley replied, “I’ll take the responsibility” 

On Wednesday, Revenue Department 
spokesman Ed Walsh said city officials were 
“pleased they responded quickly once the prob- 
lem was identified.”

Scrutinize your ticket for any info that might 
be incorrect-time and date of the alleged 
infraction, license plate number, meter 
number, car make and model, etc. Those kinds 
of errors could make the ticket toothless.

DETROIT The Blackhawks’ run that cap- 
tured Chicago and hockey nation’s atten- 
tion has ended. 

After defying odds all season, the team 
associated mostly with its young talent 
shuffled off the ice Wednesday night at 
Joe Louis Arena unable to pull off the big- 
gest miracle of all. With a 2-1 overtime loss 
to the Redwings, the Blackhawks lost the 
Western Conference finals series 4-1. 

Their first trip to the conference finals 
since 1995 reignited hockey fever in 
Chicago, and their young stars promise a 
bright future. 

The Red Wings are off to defend their 
Stanley Cup championship in a rematch of 
last season’s title fight against the Penguins, 
who swept the Hurricanes. 

The Blackhawks’ dream ended in over- 
time when Darren Helm shot the puck 


past goaltender Cristobal Huet, who had 
been outstanding with 44 saves. 

In a shootout that didn’t yield many 
goals (31 shots by the Red Wings and 46 by 
the Blackhawks), the Red Wings got the 
most important one of the game just a few 
minutes into overtime. 

Huet made 42 saves through regulation, 
filling in for the second game in a row for 
injured Nikolai Khabibulin and came up 
with the biggest save of all in the waning 
seconds of regulation. A shot by Johan 
Franzen was stopped by Huet’s right leg 
pad as he laid sprawled on the ice. 

Huet stood up to non-stop pressure 
much like how he’s stood up to constant 
criticism since folding on Sunday by allow- 
ing five goals on 26 shots in the 6-1 loss in 
Game 4 while stepping in for Khabibulin. 
He stopped 21 shots in the first period 
alone.

What’s the most interesting thing about the 
band? 

We play 
Gonzo NewWave, and we’re about going with 
life, doing what you feel is right and not think 
thinking about the next day That’s how we live 
our life, sort of stream of consciousness. 

How do you describe your sound? 

The sound is sort of piano-rock. Elton John, 
Beatles, Nirvana and Van Morrison— that’s the 
kind of music I’ve been listening to and it melts 
into what I’m writing.

A couple of months ago, the Tribune asked readers to send in their nominations 
for the best french fry in Chicago. Readers cast hundreds of votes for their 
favorites— but few places received more than one vote. Reporter Christopher 
Borelli was tasked with tasting those fries that did. Here’s his report, redeye 


Fry’s 
the limit 


Chicago’s got 
a lot of fries— 
but which ones 
top the charts? 


Chicago schoolreacher (and Facebook Five on 
Five contributor) Walter Brzeski says Mr. D’s 
Shish-Kabobs (6656 W Diversey Ave.; 773-637- 
0042), has the best french fry in Chicago. 

I had never heard of the place, and walking 
in, I noticed ... nothing at all. Mr. D’s, which 
has lieen open 35 years, has yet to add any deco- 
rative touches. But their fries arc wonderful— 
made from extra-long potatoes, sliced length- 
wise and left long, which gives you fewer fries 
but heartier fries. As for the oil, it’s a half-and- 
half mix of vegetable oil and fat, which gives a 
slighdy beefy taste without drowning the tatcr. 
Fries arrive on a paper boat in immense strips. 
Outer crunch to inner puff ratio is NASA pre- 
cise-golden firm outside, just hot and pillow)^ 
enough inside. And hard to stop eating. 

“Now those arc french fries, right?” Brzeski 
said as he watched me swoon at the first bite. 

He was right. Mr. D’s has the best french 
fries in Chicago. 

Which is exactly what I thought until I tasted 
the fries at Five Guys Burgers and Fries in Lincoln 
Park (2140 N. Clybourn Ave.; 773-327-59^3), a 
Virginia-based chain that moved into Chicago 
last year. I Icrc, I met Katie Fcltz, one of three 
readers who nominated Five Guys. Feltz is an 
idcid person to eat a fry with. She can talk about 
the proper mayonnaise for a Belgian frite. And 
she is discriminating— she has waited in line 
outside Hot Doug’s for duck-fat fries, and she’s 


not doing it again. She held up a fry, slender, 
irregular, a bit darker and crispier thim the aver- 
age fry: “You know there’s a spud there, and it’s 
firm without being a fried shell. It’s properly 
salted. Y)u really don’t need to put ketchup on 
these to enjoy them.” 

She was right; these were Chicago’s best. 

Until I drove to Gene & Jude’s (2720 N. River 
Rd.; 708-452-7634) in River Grove, which was 
suggested by Anthony Ward. The fries arc 
lightly siUted, a litde soggy. But of till the fries I 
had, these tasted, even felt, the truest, and the 
richest; I especially loved the sack they come 
in, soaked through with grease before you get a 
chance to sample. 

This, Ward assured, is the way a fry should 
be: “You need a bit of grease to set off the taste.” 


Having driven here directly from The Bagel 
Restaurant and Dell (3107 N. Broadway; 773-477- 
0300) in Lakeview— “golden and fluffy,” wTote 
reader Henry Webster - 1 knew-- what Ward 
meant. The Bagel’s fries are battered, tasty, but 
a touch mealy; at G & J’s, the potato is so fresh, 
its moisture seems to absorb grease without 
losing a crust. 

As fry anthropology goes, a few patterns 
emerged with readers. Many said that they 
know a fry is perfect when it requires no top- 
ping or condiment. Soggy bothers them. But 
grease bothers only when it intrudes on flavor. I 
spoke with a number of readers and a surprising 
number, without being asked, said they looked 
for fresh-cut potatoes over frozen. Strangely, 
not one mentioned McDonald’s. 


I have a theory’ on this. I checked out Rosie’s 
Drlve-ln in Oak Lawn (10235 S. Cicero Ave.; 708- 
636-7717) and Pop’s Italian Beef (10337 Redzie 
Ave.; 773-239-1243), only a few miles aw'-ay. 
Both have near identical fries, shoestrings, 
fried in vegetable oil. And both feel like 
McDonald’s-style fries— indeed, at 
Pop’s, owner Jim Bachcldcr said: “They 
are McDonald’s fries! Those guys turn 
back boxes all the time that arc fine, and our 
distributor passes them along to us.” 

Pop’s arrive frozen, but truly, none of the 
fries disappointed. 

My favorites? 

No. 1: Five Guys 
No. 2; Mr. D’s 
No. 3: Gene & Jude’s 
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Five Guys Burgers and Fries
